Audits of recruiting materials are to be performed annually by the compliance staff. This was the responsibility of one individual 
who is no longer working at the institution and due to restructuring the compliance staff duties this audit was reassigned to 
multiple compliance staff members. With this additional scrutiny, during the most recent audit of recruiting materials the 
compliance staff posed the question of whether a URL Is considered part of the return address. This question was submitted to 
the conference office and the institution was informed that a URL is considered a logo, not a part of the return address. Based 
on further discussion, the institution realized that the approach in the past had been too lenient regarding logos on recruiting 
materials and that football, men's basketball and women's basketball each had an envelope that did not meet the restrictions of 
bylaw 1 3.4.1 .1. Additionally, field hockey and men's and women's swimming and diving both had a postcard that did not meet 
the restrictions of bylaw 1 3.4.1 .1 . These items have been used for years and became impermissible by the legislative changes 
that took effect August 1 , 2010 to the above referenced bylaw. 



1 4. Corrective Actions Taken by Institution; 

The sport staffs were informed to cease use of the impermissible recruiting materials. Rules education was conducted with 
each staff regarding the applicable legislation and each team took steps to make sure the impermissible items were not sent 
out to recruits in the future. Some sports destroyed the remaining impermissible recruiting items and others have retained these 
items pending the outcome of the Rules Working Group proposals. All institutional teams have been informed that any new 
recruiting materials must be screened by the compliance department before being sent out to prospects. 

Action Taken: 

Men's Basketball - Boxes containing impermissible envelopes have been labeled as such and are in storage currently. 
Women's Basketball - Remaining impermissible envelopes have been destroyed. 
Field Hockey - Remaining impermissible postcards have been destroyed, 

Men's and Women's Swimming - Remaining impermissible postcards have been labeled as such and may be used for 
nonrecrulting correspondence. If this is done procedures will be written up in advance to ensure item is not sent to prospect.

Please note that the matter has been reviewed in accordance with the provisions of 
NCAA Bylaws 19.5.1 and 32.4, and it was determined that a violation occurred in that on 
October 18, 2012, the head men's swimming coach (HC) sent one text message to the 
father of a prospective student-athlete (PSA), which is contrary to the provisions of 
Bylaw 13.4.1.2. Specifically, HC was traveling to an away swim meet and intended to 
text a staff member at that institution to inform him of the team's arrival time. However, 
earlier, when HC went to save the staff member's number as a contact from bis recent call 
log, he accidentally saved PSA's father's number instead. This resulted in HC texting 
PSA's father regarding the team's estimated time of arrival. In that regard, it was 
determined that the violation should be classified as secondary and that no further action 
should be taken by the NCAA in die matter. Please note that relief from the standard 
penalty has been granted in these circumstances.

This is in reference to your November 5, 2012, report to Christopher S. Strobel, 
NCAA director of enforcement for secondary infractions, concerning a violation of 
NCAA rules involving head women's golf coach Megan Menzel, assistant women's 
golf coach Laura Cilek and prospective student-athletes I 



Please note that the matter has been reviewed in accordance with the provisions of 
NCAA Bylaws 19.5.1 and 32.4, and it was determined that a violation occurred in 
that in fall 2012, head women's golf coach (HC) and assistant women's golf coach 
(AC) exceeded the number of off-campus contacts with two prospective student- 
athletes (PSA No. 1 and PSA No. 2), which is contrary to the provisions of Bylaw 
13.1.5.1. Specifically, HC and AC believed that the seven permissible recruiting 
opportunities during the senior year of high school began the opening day of classes 
for each PSA. PSA No. 1 was contacted September 29, 2012, bringing the total 
number of contacts to four - . PSA No. 2 was contacted September 22, 2012, bringing 
the total number of contacts to four. HC and AC had in-person. off-campus contact 
with each PSA three times subsequent to July 1, 2012, and prior to the fourth contact 
with each. Violation was discovered by HC when recruiting computer software 
flagged the fourth contact for each PSA. In that regard, it was determined that the 
case should be classified as secondary and that no further action should be taken by 
the NCAA enforcement staff in the matter. 

However, please note that PSAs are ineligible for intercollegiate competition at the 
institution until then eligibility is restored by the NCAA student-athlete reinstatement 
staff. All student-athlete reinstatement requests should be filed via the AMA Online 
Case Management System .

The University of Iowa wishes to report a violation of NCAA bylaw 13.02.5.4 and bylaw 
13.1.1.1 by Baseball assi stant coach, Z ach Dillon. As a result of this violation, the University of 
Iowa has ruled prospects pjj§||!§|||j and p ^i^ ^ ineligible and is seeking reinstatement of 
both prospects. 

On February 9, 2013, our assistant coach in baseball met with two prospects at a restaurant that 
was off-campus. The prospects were juniors in high school and it was a quiet period for the sport 
of baseball. Coach Dillon had originally arranged for the party to meet at an on-campus eatery 
within our student union but upon arriving at facility, he found that it was closed. Coach Dillon 
then had prospects and their guests meet him at the Hamburg Inn which was a few blocks away 
from their original destination. Coach Dillon failed to realize that the restaurant was off-campus 
by a block and that it was a quiet period on the recruiting calendar. Prospects and their guests 
paid for their own meals and transported themselves back over to the athletic facilities. 

The violation was discovered by a compliance staff member when the prospects signed in to 
receive complimentary admission to a basketball game.
